SISTER TIDWELL PASSES 

On August 1, at 5:20 p.m., the spirit of 
one of the most noble mothers and Christians 
took its flight to be with its Redeemer, 
in the person of Sister U. D. Tidwell, known 
to hundreds as Sister Ruth. 

Her death came as a result of eight weeks 
of serious illness. She was surrounded by 
her immediate family, relatives, and friends, 
who did everything they could for her dur- 
ing her sickness, and stood by her in her 
death, which brought not only sadness to the 
family, but to the Hemphill Avenue Church, 
Atlanta, Georgia, of which her husband, 
Rev. U. D. Tidwell, is pastor. 

Seventeen years before her demise, Sister 
Tidwell was in a dying condition with double 
pneumonia, and was so sure she was going 
to be with the Lord and the saints of all 
the ages that she bade Brother Tidwell and 
the other relatives good-bye, but in a mirac- 


ulous way the Lord brought her back from. 


the valley of death to be of untold blessing 
and inspiration to her husband, children, and 
friends throughout the years. When, how- 
ever, this apparent probation had run out, 
and the actual time for her to go had come, 
she was submissive to God’s will. Although 
she left the family and friends griefstricken, 
they all knew that her departure meant 
they would have a representative in glory to 
welcome them upon their arrival. 

All who knew Sister Tidwell were impressed 
with the consecrated, humble, gentle life 
which she had lived in the Spirit, especially 
since she received the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost in Bushnell, Florida, when she was 
thirteen years old. In June of this year she 
seemed to get her definite signal that she 


would not be physically able to continue 
her active work, which she so much loved, 
for the church in the Sunday School. A Daily 
Vacation Bible School was in session, and she 
taught her class on June 4, which was her 
last active work. It can rightfully be said of 
Sister Tidwell, as of Abel, “She being dead 
yet speaketh,” and there certainly is no 
question in our minds but what the message 
of the Holy Spirit to John concerning this 


- faith in general could be said of her in par- 


ticular, ““Blessed are the dead which die in 
the Lord from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from their labours; 
and their works do follow them.” 

The first service for Sister Tidwell was 
conducted by our General Overseer, H. L. 
Chesser, in the Hemphill Avenue church, and 
the large, beautiful floral offering spoke for 
many who could not be present, as well as 
the packed-out church of friends and loved 
ones who were present. Practically all the 
general officials and their wives were present, 
as well as many other outstanding minis- 
ters and friends from far and near. Appreci- 
ation also goes to Governor Herman Talmadge, 
of Georgia, for sending his personal represen- 
tative to convey his respect to the family. 

The last service for Sister Tidwell was con- 
ducted by the state overseer of Georgia, 
Rev. E. L. Simmons, at her home church i 
Bushnell, Florida. 

Surviving Sister Tidwell are her husband, 
Rev. U. D. Tidwell; two sons, U. D., Jr. and 
Marcus L.; two daughters, Mrs. R. H. Hughes 
and Miss Florence Tidwell; her mother, Mrs. 
Florence Winston, of Bushnell, Florida; one 
sister, Mrs. George Franklin; two brothers, 
C. M. and Robert Winston.

Army Appoints First Eskimo Chaplain 

Appointment of the first Eskimo chaplain to serve in the Army or 
any of its components was announced recently by Chief of Army 
Chaplains (Major General) Roy H. Parker. 

The Reverend Percy Ipalook, a member of the Alaska National 
Guard, has been granted federal recognition and assigned to the Ist 
Alaskan Scout Battalion, with headquarters at Nome. He holds the 
rank of captain and is the first chaplain of the Alaska National Guard 
to win recognition. 

Navy Asks Reserve Chaplains to Volunteer for Active Duty 

The Navy today, July 26, sent out its first call for Naval Reserve 
chaplains to volunteer for active duty. 

Naval Reserve chaplains in the grades of lieutenant commander and 
below, and under 50 years of age, are requested to submit applications 
for active duty to the Bureau of Naval Personnel, Washington 25, D. C. 
The call is for volunteers only, since reserve chaplains are not being 
ordered involuntarily to active duty at this time. 

USAF Announces Recall of 50 Reserve Chaplains 

The Air Force announced today it will recall to duty, involuntarily, 
50 Reserve chaplains in the grades of first lieutenant and captain 
under the age of 42. 

Chief of Air Force Chaplain Carpenter announced the agencies 
agreed to provide the necessary ecclesiastical endorsements for the 50 
reserve chaplains to be recalled by the Air Force. 

At the same time, Chaplain Carpenter asked the help of the agen- 
cies in recruiting 300 additional young clergymen for Reserve commis- 
=—. as first lieutenants, to form a reservoir for future Air Force 
n , 

These men would not be called to active duty until specifically need- 


to meet USAF requirements. 
U. S. Army Chaplains in Korea 
Chaplain (Capt.) Arthur E. Mills, 35, of 709 Hickory Street, Santa 


Ana, California, was with a Ist Cavalry Regiment in Korea when he 
heard an officer remark that a group of wounded Americans had been 
cut off by enemy troops in an isolated area and might have to be 
abandoned. With the remark that “This is the way we did it in the 
last war,” the chaplain jumped in a jeep and headed toward the iso- 
lated area. Details of his one-man expedition have not yet been 
received in Japan, but it is known that he arrived back hours later with 
his jeep loaded with wounded. He is one of the several score U. S. 
Army chaplains now with American Forces in Korea who are helping 
observe traditions of the Corps of Chaplains on its 175th Anniversary 
by providing the wounded with spiritual comfort and aid. 

Under the Geneva Convention, chaplains perform their duties as 
noncombatants and do not carry arms. 

Chaplain (Capt.) Herman G. Felhoelter, 323 E. Catherine Street, 
Louisville, Kentucky, has been awarded the Distinguished Service Cross 
for his “Valorous deed that was an inspiration to every member of 
his regiment.” He voluntarily remained behind to assist seriously 
wounded men who could not be evacuated during the Kum River 
battle. When last seen, Chaplain Felhoelter was still administering 
to wounded of the 19th Infantry Regiment and 24th Division. 

Chaplains in Korea are doing their job as are the men in every 
staff section and at the front, according to Chaplain Bennett, who re- 
turned from Korea last week end after personally ascertaining require- 
ments of the chaplains and the men they are serving. 

During the Revolutionary War, local clergymen accompanied their 
village boys and men when they went off to join the American Militia. 
In the years since then the phrase “Bravery under fire’’ has become 
a part of the history of U. S. Chaplains. 


HE GAVE HIS SON TO SAVE A SON 

@ A number of years ago I had the happy privilege of be- 
ing acquainted with a very consecrated man by the name 
of Friddle, who made a sacrifice that has made John 3:16, 
“For God so loved the world, that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,” more vivid and pre- 
cious to me than that made by any other person under 
my observation. 

Brother Friddle was a delivery man for a big company 
store in Greenville, S. C. While he was making a delivery 
with his Dodge truck, a little boy dashed out into the 
road right in front of him. He swerved the truck to the 
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left in an effort to save the child’s life. The right front door 
of the truck flew open, spilling his little son, who was about 
the same size and age of the little boy that he missed 
by swerving, and throwing him against the curb where 
his little head was crushed by the rear wheels of the 
truck. I visited with Brother Friddle during this sad 
hour, but in the depth of his grief he had this to say, 
“Since it has happened, I had rather it be like this, 
despite the fact that I loved my baby more than tongues 
could tell.” Is it not true that for God to give His only 
begotten Son to die for us simply means that the love 
that moved Him to make this sacrifice was greater, as 
Brother Friddle said, than words can express? Surely 
Brother Friddle lived up to the great commandment, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself.” In fact, he 
put his neighbor first. We need more fathers with Broth- 
er Friddle’s attitude. 


LIFE’S GREATEST MISTAKE 

The modern pollster we have with us always. A recent 
survey by the American Institute of Public Opinion put 
this question to a cross section of our adult population: 
“Everybody makes a mistake now and then. Will you tell 
me what you consider to be the biggest mistake of your 
life so far?” 

The answers revealed that 22% stated that their great- 
est mistake was in not getting enough education; 10% 
affirmed that their marriage was their worst blunder; and 
8% avowed that their worst error was a wrong choice of 
career; 7% admitted business errors; and 6% admitted per- 
sonality problems: drinking, temper, and the like. 

Strange, but none of them thought of saying their worst 
mistake was in not accepting the Lord Jesus Christ as their 
Saviour and submitting to His Lordship; and yet, beyond 
question, the only real tragedy of life is for a man to die 
unsaved! There will be an eternity to regret that mistake.

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The Voice of Conscience vs. the Word of God

Collier’s Encyclopedia says the con- 
science of man “is that innermost 
faculty that enables him to distin- 
guish right from wrong as regards 
one’s actions and motives, and en- 
joins one to conformity with moral 
law.”—Vol. 1, page 309. 

Man has been endowed with a voice, 
a face, and a conscience. His voice is 
naturally and normally capable of be- 
ing cultivated or trained to the ex- 
tent that he may become a very fluent 
speaker or able to sing like a nightin- 
gale. Or, it may be the very opposite, 
because of the lack of care or prac- 
tice. Nevertheless, it is the same old 
and only voice he has ever had in 
his lifetime. Our face may be dirty, 
covered with freckles or pimples, or 
need a shave, yet it is our only one, 
and it is our responsibility to take 
good care of it. 

Our voice or our face may not have 
much to do with our peace in eternity, 
but man’s conscience can very well 
have a lot to do with it. 

The compass is a very ingenious and 
useful instrument in the hand of 
man when in perfect working order 
and handled properly. But that tiny 
magnetic needle which always points 
to the north will surely fail to do so 
if it gets jarred off or removed from 
its place on the top of a slender 
pivot upon which it was designed to 
rest and revolve, If the glass tube of 
the thermometer on the wall is bro- 
ken, and the mercury loses, or the 
tube is out of line with figures on its 
face, that thermometer has ceased to 
be a dependable indicator of heat or 
cold, and is just a “has been.” Our 
watch may say 11 a. m. when the 
correct time is 3 p. m., but that does 
not change the time of day. It is 
proof that the watch is either out of 
order or we failed to wind it or give 
it proper attention. For the present, 
at least, that watch is no timepiece 
at all. 

The conscience of man functions 
as GOD has designed that it should 
ONLY when it, too, is in good work- 
ing order, and too often it is not. 

If we allow dust or fog or any other 
foreign substance to accumulate on 
our spectacles, our vision will, at once, 
become obscured, and we are very 
likely to call an “H” an “M,” or the 
very opposite. I know of nothing we 
can call foreign to the Spirit of GOD 
that is more likely to hinder the true 
working of a conscience “void of of- 
fence toward God and man” than the 
universal sin of selfishness, or just 
plain old dishonesty. In conversation 
with a certain preacher who used to- 
bacco, I asked him if he was ever con- 
demned for it. He said if his con- 
science ever condemned him he would 
quit. I very naturally reminded him 
that the Word of God had already 
condemned such things. 2 Cor. 7:1. 
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I know that habits are strong 
things, but reasonable obedience to 
the Word of God will surely break 
their chains and set the captive free. 

An old proverb says, “A boy who 

will steal a penny in his youth will 
steal a pound in his manhood.” We 
may wind and set an alarm clock to 
awake us at a certain time, and as 
long as we obey it and get up and go 
our way it will continue to wake us 
up, but if we just turn over, shut it 
off, and go back to sleep, it will most 
9 cease, finally, to awake us at 
all. 
One might think or reason that one 
small drink could not hurt much, but 
it is a fact that one drink calls for an- 
other, and the only sure way NOT to 
become a victim is to just refuse the 
first drink offered. 

Not long ago a young lady convert 
was telling me how the evangelist had 
“stepped” on the congregation for us- 
ing lipstick, rouge, and make-up in 
general, till when they looked in the 
glass they did not see their real selves 
at all, but that he did not say any- 
thing about wearing jewelry. The poor 
child had about all the gypsy junk on 
that she had room for, unless it would 
have been a ring in her nose. I asked 
her to read 1 Tim. 2:9, 10, also 1 Peter 
3:3. She said she would, and if her 
conscience condemned her she would 
take it off. 

Sometimes our conscience is such 
and such altogether because of what 
we have been taught through human 
reasoning, leaving the plain Word of 
God out. If we should depend on our 
conscience, and it alone, there would 
be grave danger of failing to reach the 
pearly gate. It is polite and proper at 
times to be considerate of others who 
entertain ideas not altogether in con- 
formity to or with the plain teachings 
of Jesus. We well realize that God is 
no respecter of persons (or nationali- 
ties), but we surely do know that He 
certainly is a RESPECTER OF SPIR- 
ITS. A true child of God has a teach- 
able spirit, and if approached accord- 
ing to Gal. 6:1; namely, “in the spirit 
of meekness,” by a spiritual person, 
much good may be accomplished and 
no one hurt. 

No other approach measures up to 
the plain Word of God or can have 
real results in restoring the one at 
fault. 

We need not be surprised to find 
the conscience of the criminal under- 
world so defiled and seared by modern 
communistic ideas, or other means, 
that their own oath-bound lies on the 
witness stand would utterly fail to 
record the real facts in the case on 
the delicate indicator of a modern 
lie detector. When the conscience of 
man is so out of order and stained by 
the marks of sin that it calls “right” 
wrong and “wrong” right, it becomes 
a liar as much as Satan himself, and 


our being guided by it in that condi- 
tion can only lead our poor deceived 
souls to the regions of the damned 
forever. 

Satan can and wili, if we allow him, 
do us all manner of harm, but the 
most blessed consolation today for th 
child of God is the personal knowledge 
that there is a most dependable, all- 
sufficient, and everlasting Guide for 
all from this world of sorrow and 
disappointments to the land of eter- 
nal day, unbounded joy, and sweetest 
peace, for THE DEVIL 
CROWD WILL NOT BE THERE.

A week ago Sunday 
night the altar call was given at the 
close of the service, and three Puerto 
Rican ladies gave their hearts to the 
Lord and are going on for Him. These 
ladies are of the same family that 
two young men come from, who were 
saved several weeks before. 

Then last Tuesday night we had a 
street meeting in a downtown area 
where there are many who don’t go to 
church. I had our colored brother who

joined us several months ago to do 
the preaching. It was a wonderful 
service. The people were so attentive 
to the Word. When I gave the altar 
call at the close of the service, a young 
man came forward. He got a wonder- 
ful experience with God right there 
in the street, and testified to the 
same. 

We have started something new 
here in the church which we expect 
to be a great blessing—that is to 
have a Spanish service once a week. 
There are quite a number of people 
here who can’t speak English; then 
there are some who prefer Spanish to 
English, since it is their native lan- 
guage. We had a little service in our 
home a week ago to see if all would 
go well, as we don’t speak Spanish. 
We took one of our new Puerto Rican 
converts, who is on fire for God, for 
our interpreter. He says everything 
that I say, and that fluently. 

Last night was our first service in 


the church. I wish you could have been 
here to enjoy it with us. The people 
were a bit skeptical until they got to 
singing and testifying, and when the 
message was delivered by interpreta- 
tion, three young men came to the 
altar. After we prayed with them and 
the glory of salvation had struck their 
souls, you should have heard them 
testify. We are trusting God for a 
real moving of His Spirit and a great 
revival. It is not all as easy as it may 
seem; in fact, there are some who are 
bitterly opposing us, but God is on 
our side, and if God be for us, who 
can be against us?

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THE PASTOR AND I 


IT MAY have been the opinion of 
many of us preachers when we first 
started our venture in the ministry 
that we would need only one book, 
the Bible. If so, I am sure that long 
since we were convinced differently 
and were brought to the full con- 
sciousness of the fact that we not 
only needed the Bible, but many other 
books, also, in our library. It is a fact 
that the Bible is Book Number One. 
It was Book Number One when we 
started in our ministry, and regardless 
of how long we have been engaged 
in the ministry, it is still Book Number 
One. Our sentiment is akin to that of 
Jeremiah, “Thy words were found, 
and I did eat them; and thy word was 
unto me the joy and rejoicing of 
mine heart: for I am called by thy 
name, O Lord God of hosts,” Jer, 15:16. 
Then, to add to our fondness of the 
Bible and determination to give it 
first place in our minds, hearts, and 
libraries, we are reminded that God 
not only approves such an attitude, 
but expects us to maintain it, as set 
forth in Josh. 1:8, “This book of the 
law shall not depart out of thy mouth; 
but thou shalt meditate therein day 
and night, that thou mayest observe 
to do according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make thy 
way prosperous, and then thou shalt 
have good success.” The assurance, in 
the last words of this verse, of not 
only success, but good success, is con- 
ditioned upon our giving the Word 
of God a permanent place in our 
hearts as ministers, and then, of 
course, we are able to impart it to 
others. In fact, our responsibility is 
to “preach the word,” and we should 
always have a Pauline attitude toward 
ministering the gospel: “For I am not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for 
it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek,” 
Rom. 1:16. 

It will be well for us, as Pentecos- 
tal ministers, to remember that “faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by 
the word of God,” and this will be 
a matter of inspiration to us in read- 
ing God’s Word, as well as preaching 
it to others. There are times when we 
shall have battles to fight more diffi- 
cult than those fought by any lawyer 
who depends on and is versed in the 
Constitution of the United States; but 
we can win, for our weapons of war- 
fare are not carnal, but are mighty to 
the pulling down of the strongholds 
of Satan. The Bible is the “sword of 
the Spirit,” and Heb. 4:12 tells us 
what a great weapon it is, “For the 
word of God is quick, and powerful, 
and sharper than any twoedged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asunder 
of soul and spirit, and of the joints 
and marrow, and is a discerner of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart.” 


A full knowledge of God’s Word 
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qualifies a person to do successful 
combat, not only with atheists, infi- 
dels, skeptics and false teachers, but 
the devil himself; for it was through 
Christ’s knowledge of the Word and 
His ability to say, “It is written,” and, 
“Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of God,” that He over- 
came the devil. Therefore, to be ef- 
ficient and capable representatives 
of this indispensable Book, we should 
have a book by book, chapter by chap- 
ter, and verse by verse knowledge of 
it. If so, we shall never suffer the 


‘embarrassment that a young minis- 


ter did when a conductor on a train 
noticed his Bible on his lap and said, 
“Young man, I presume from that 
Book you are a minister of the gospel.” 
The young man proudly answered, 
“Yes.” Then said the conductor, “You 
should know quite a bit about that 
Book then. What is the first verse?” 
The young minister thought but could 
not remember. “What is the middle 
verse?” the conductor asked. The 
young minister thought again but 
could not remember. “Well, then,” 
said the conductor, “what is the last 
verse?” The young minister said, “Now 
I have read all the verses, but I can’t 
remember them,” to which the con- 
ductor said reproachfully, “You are a 
pretty looking preacher going out to 
preach from a book that you know 
neither heads nor tails of.” 

Therefore, although we shall notice 
that the Pentecostal preacher’s library 
must include many books, we must 
keep in mind that the Bible is the 
Greatest Source Book in the world 
and that all great preachers have been 
indefatigable scholars of this Book of 
books. Dr. James L, Vance summarizes 
its literary value thusly, “The Bible 
is not only many books; it is litera- 
ture, history, poetry, prophecy, phi- 
losophy, theology, oratory, humor, sar- 
casm, irony, music, drama, tragedy, 
strategy, love tales, war tales, trav- 
elogues, laws, jurisprudence, songs, 
sermons, warnings, and prayers. Was 
there ever such literature? The Bible 
begins with a garden and ends with a 
city. It starts with a morning followed 
by a night, and ends with a day that 
shall know no night. It breaks the 
silence with ‘In the beginning,’ and 
it hushes the universe to sleep with 
‘The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you all.’” There are many 
splendid versions of the Bible, and I 
am not suggesting which one you shall 
use, but I say that it would be good 
for you to have a number of the 
versions of the Bible. 


THE PREACHER’S REFERENCE 
BOOKS 


It was Abraham Lincoln who said, 
“IT will study and get ready, and some 
day my chance will come.” He turned 
a deaf ear to his pretended friends 
who told him he was wasting his time

“reading and learning.” His chance did 
come, the great chance to serve the 
United States as its President, and he 
was prepared. He had proved Sir 
William Jones’ statement, “Read and 
you will know,” and a minister will 
remember that Paul’s exhortation to 
Timothy was, “Give thyself to read- 
ing.” It has been properly said that 
there are two kinds of knowledge, 
“what we know and what we know 
where to find in our books.” As proof 
that Paul cherished books, remember 
what he wrote to Timothy, “The cloke 
that I left at Troas with Carpus, when 
thou cometh, bring with thee, and 
the books.” As the wife is a helpmeet 
to the husband, so are reference books 
auxiliaries to the Bible and helpers 
to the minister. 

First of all is the dictionary, and, 
whether you prefer the unabridged 
Webster, the Funk and Wagnalls, or 
some other dictionary, your library is 
incomplete without a standard dic- 
tionary; in fact, it is good to have sev- 
eral. Along with the list, Roget’s 
Thesaurus is indispensable in that it 
gives synonyms and antonyms and 
so much other help. Another indis- 
pensable dictionary is that on the 
Bible, and whether your choice would 
be Peloubet’s Bible Dictionary, or 
some other, you should not be without 
a Bible dictionary. Then, perhaps in 
the same section of your bookcase, you 
would place a good encyclopedia, the 
Britannica, or the less expensive Funk 
and Wagnalls’ New Standard. Then 
there should be the very best Bible 
concordance, right along with the very 
best sets of Bible commentaries, such 
as Matthew Henry’s, Expositor’s Bible, 
Adam Clarke’s, The Abingdon Com- 
mentary, Hodge Theology, The Treas- 
ury of David, Spurgeon, Hasting’s 
Christ and the Gospels, Apostolic 
Church, Dictionary of the Bible, Dr. 
Harry E. Rimmer’s Modern Science 
and the Genesis Record, the Theory of 
Evolution and the Facts of Science, To 
this another must for the minister’s 
reference books would be a good Bible 
encyclopedia. One of the best is The 
International Bible Encyclopedia. A 
few more volumes such as “Who’s 
Who in America,” World Almanac and 
Book of Facts, Unabridged Atlas and 
Gazetteer, Familiar Quotations, would 
put us well on the way toward what 
we need in the way of a well-balanced 
reference library for the minister. 

According to a survey, the average 
American spends twenty-seven dollars 
for chewing gum to every one dollar 
for books. A good question to ask our- 
selves, as ministers of the gospel, is, 
“How much money have I spent for 
books in the last year or decade?” 
We should remember and heed Paul’s 
exhortation, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
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needeth not to be ashamed, rightly 
dividing the word of truth,” 2 Tim. 
2:15. “For if a man think himself to 
be something, when he is nothing, he 
deceiveth himself. But let every man 
prove his own work, and then shall 
he have rejoicing in himself alone, 
and not in another,” Gal. 6:3, 4. 


SERMON SOURCE BOOKS 


Most of us ministers have studied, 
no doubt, “How to Prepare Sermons,” 
by Evans, while others have been priv- 
ileged to study other textbooks on 
homiletics, such as “Preparation and 
Delivery of Sermons,’ by John A. 
Broadus; “The Pastor Preacher,” 
Bishop Quale; “The Work of Preach- 
ing,” Hoyt; “Art of Preaching,” 
Brown; and “Concerning the Min- 
istry,” by Oman; and we have found 
in these books valuable help in pre- 
paring messages, especially on short 
notice. Dr. Elijah P. Brown, in his 
book “Point and Purpose in Preach- 
ing,” says, “The man who is not al- 
ways in school, trying to learn some- 
thing from everything and everybody, 
will soon be dried up and stored away 
with the other mummies. The man 
who graduates and stops there will 
soon be able to take his collar off over 
his head.” 

Among the many habits that a 
minister must guard against is the 
habit of waiting until the last minute 
to look about for thought-food to help 
him in preparing a message. The 
preacher who becomes thus habituated 
will be a constant disappointment 
to his flock until the time comes that 
his denominational supervisors are 
unable to find a charge for him, and 
that, of course, won’t be very long. On 
the other hand, one of the best habits 
a minister ever formed was that of 
reading extensively the books that 
tend to enrich his mind and heart 
with sermon material, and then it is 
much easier when he is impressed 
with a subject to assemble thoughts 
appropriate for the sermon, and that 
without being rushed or strained. Of 
all the people who sit in the congre- 
gation and listen to a minister preach 
and who should actually take his ser- 
mon home with him point by point, it 
should be a fellow minister. Not only 
that, but many a minister’s life is en- 
riched when he reads sermons from 
the pen of other ministers who have 
had years of experience in the various 
fields of ministerial activity. These 
sermons should be read and made 
one’s very own, and when I say this 
I do not mean that a person should 
try to memorize these sermons so as 
to give them verbatim, but to work 
them in the messages as the Holy 
Ghost impresses him to preach. One 
should certainly not be a copy cat; 
above all, never try to mimick or imi- 
tate another minister. The fact is 
known to all that there are very few 
thoughts, if any, that any preacher 
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could expect to get a patent on as be- 
ing the originator of, so we might as 
well be content to borrow the thoughts 
of others and put them in our own 
words, with our own personality and 
expression, with sincere thanks in our 
hearts, if possible, and on our lips, to 
the thought benefactor, and especially 
with a sincere prayer in our hearts 
that God will make our efforts at 
passing the thoughts on to our audi- 
ences the blessing they should be. 

As ministers of the Pentecostal faith, 
we find ourselves somewhat limited 
in our selection of books for our li- 
braries, and especially source books of 
sermonic material. Yet, if we are 
overcautious and become too prej- 
udiced, we shall indeed have but few 
books in our library at all, since there 
is a great scarcity of books written by 
truly Pentecostal authors. Therefore, 
a good policy to follow is to purchase 
a book if there is only a limited 
amount of good, usable information 
in it, with the attitude that the 
Japanese evangelist expressed after 
hearing Billy Sunday, the great Amer- 
ican evangelist. While at dinner he 
was asked what he thought about his 
sermon, to which he replied, “Ladies 
and gentlemen, I have learned that 
when eating cherries for dessert to 
lay the seeds beside my plate.” After 
all, there are very few authors who 
expect everybody to agree with every- 
—— they write; therefore, none of 
us should feel called upon to believe, 
much less pass on to others, a lot of 
the things that we read. Use the good 
and cull the bad. 

THE READY PREACHER 


The reason some ministers are al- 
ways ready to speak at a moment’s 
notice is due to the fact that they are 
constantly preparing sermons, even 
though they may not have to de- 
liver over two or three a week. And 
the reason, on the other hand, some 
ministers are perplexed, perturbed, 
and nervous when called on to speak 
on short notice is that they have not, 
as yet, formed the habit of prayer- 
fully preparing sermons constantly, 
in addition to the regular sermons 
they know they are to preach. In order 
to do this a minister must keep him- 
self surrounded with books—and read 
them. I am reminded in this connec- 
tion of the reply made to a fellow 
preacher by Dr. Wm. L. Stidger, of 
Boston University, when lecturing to 
a group of preachers in Kansas: “I 
toid that audience that I had read an 
average of a book a day during all 
my ministry, which was true, and I 
still do. But one old brother in that 
audience seemed to doubt it: so, in 
the open forum which followed, he 
sarcastically yelped at me: ‘Young 
fellow, you say that you read a book 
a day— which I doubt; but all I gotta 
say is that the average preacher here- 
abouts doesn’t read a book a month!’ 
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Then the old preacher sat down, 
and in the words of John D. Snider, 
‘Acted as if he had settled some- 
thing or other.’ Then I said, ‘And, 
my brother, that is exactly why he 
would be the average preacher—or 
the average doctor, or the average 
lawyer—or the average anything in 
professional life.’” It may indeed be 
true that many of us can not find 
time and opportunity to read a 
book a day, but ym A we should 
never let a week go by without reading 
at least one or two books as auxiliaries 
to our regular Bible reading. It is a 
grand and glorious privilege that we 
have to be ministers, and the calling 
is without repentance. When God 
called you to preach, He meant busi- 
ness, and you will either be an in- 
dustrious, live-wire preacher, a lazy, 
indifferent preacher, a preacher true 
to God to the end to eventually rejoice 
with the preachers of righteousness 
of all ages, or a preacher to lament 
and weep and wail with all the false 
prophets in the regions of the damned. 
The last does not have to be, and 
should not be the lot of any preacher. 


In conclusion, may I give you Dr. 
B. H. Carroll’s attitude toward a min- 
ister’s calling and life, to which I 
feel every preacher of Pentecostal 
faith will say, “Lord, this is my atti- 
tude, too.” “I magnify my office, O 
my God, as I get nearer home. I can 
say more truthfully every year, I 
thank God that He put me in this 
office; I thank Him that He would not 
let me have any other; that He shut 
me up to this glorious work. And when 
I get home among the blessed on the 
bank of everlasting deliverance, and 
look back toward time and all its 
clouds, and sorrows, and pain, and 
privations, I expect to stand up and 
shout for joy, that down there in the 
fog and mists, down there in the dust 
and in the struggle, God let me be a 
preacher. I magnify my office in life; 
I 'magnify it in death; I magnify it in 
heaven; I magnify it, whether poor 
or rich, whether sick or well, whether 
strong or weak, anywhere, everywhere, 
among all people. Lord God, I am glad 
I am a preacher, that I am a preacher 
of the glorious gospel of Jesus Christ.”

THE STRANGE CASE OF 
GEORGE WILSON 


In 1829 two men—Wilson and Porter—were 
convicted of robbing the United States mails, 
and sentenced to death by hanging. Three 
weeks before the time set for Wilson’s execu- 
tion, he was pardoned by President Andrew 
Jackson. 

Strangely enough, Wilson refused the pardon. 
The case went to the Supreme Court (United 
States vs. George Wilson, 7 Peters’ Report, 
p. 150) and the court finally handed down its 
decision: “A pardon is a deed, to the validity 
of which delivery is essential, and delivery is 
not complete without acceptance. It may then 
be rejected by the person to whom it is ten- 
dered; and if it is rejected, we have discovered 
no power in this court to force it upon him.” 

Most people would agree that Wilson was a 
fool for refusing to accept a pardon, yet 
these same people daily reject the pardon 
which God has provided for them. 

Because God is just, He must punish our 
sins. But because God is merciful, He Him- 
self suffered the awful penalty when Jesus 
Christ, His Son, suffered all the wrath of God 
against our sins as He died on the cross of 
Calvary.

Christian Science has three main 
teachings: (1) Principle—Divine mind, 
God love, truth, etc., “the absolute 
allness of God.” (2) Mortal Mind— 
error, illusion, nothingness. There is 
no sickness, no physical body, no pain, 
etc., except as illusions. (3) Demonstra- 
tion—getting yourself to believe the 
foregoing ideas and constantly affirm- 
ing that they are true, and acting 
accordingly. 

(1) Christian Science denies that 
the Bible is the authentic, fully-in- 
spired, infallible Word of God. Mrs. 
Eddy said, “The Bible has been my 
only authority,” but her teaching re- 
veals that she only pretends to agree 
with the Bible that she might, on the 
Bible’s reputation, gain acceptance of 
her own system of teaching.

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THE RESURRECTION 


Is it true that Jesus was so changed after 
His resurrection that His disciples did not 
recognize Him? Among the facts relating to 
Jesus’ meeting the disciples on the road to 
Emmaus, as recorded in Luke 24, is that giving 
the reason why the disciples did not recognize 
Jesus as related in the words “Their eyes 
were holden that they should not know him.” 
It was the disciples that were changed, tem- 
porarily, and not Jesus. When the disciples’ 
eyes were opened, they knew Him. Later, Jesus 
met a large number of disciples in a closed 
room. They thought He was a spirit. He told 
them, “A spirit hath not flesh and bones, as 
ye see me have.” He told them to look at His 
hands and feet, where His wounds were. Then 
He asked, “Have ye here any meat?” and they 
gave Him food to eat. He showed that it was 
the same body that He had before His death. 

Will we have the same kind of body after 
our resurrection as we had before? In I Coa- 
rinthians 15, we find the facts about that. 
Paul writes, ‘“‘SSome man will say, How are the 
dead raised up? and with what body do they 
come?” Then Paul gives an illustration. It is, 
he states, as when you sow a seed in the 
ground. That seed does not come up, “but God 
giveth it a body as it hath pleased him.” The 
body “is sown in corruption; it is raised in 
incorruption .. . it is sown a natural body;

keep your heart humble; you will treat 
humble people with kindness and love. 

We read the narrative in John 13 
of that supper, after which Jesus 
taught His disciples a marvelous les- 
son in humility. After the meal had 
ended, He arose very quietly and 
made preparations for washing the 
disciples’ feet. 

Jesus washed the feet of His disci- 
ples and thereby gave a great lesson in 
humility—the Lord and Master of 
the _ washing their feet. He 
taught them 4 4 example that they 
should also be humble. 

When He came to Peter, Peter was 
ashamed to let his Lord perform 
such a lowly service for him. Prob- 
ably Peter was thinking of the Mas- 
ter’s greatness and of his own un- 
worthiness, for he said, “Lord, dost 
thou wash my feet?” and then, later 
Peter said, “Thou shalt never wash 
my feet.” We can imagine Peter’s re- 
morse when Jesus replied, “If I wash 
thee not, thou hast no part with me.” 
How ashamed Peter must have been 
at his own failure to understand the 
meaning of his Lord. After being hor- 
rified at the thought of having no 
“part,” no fellowship with Jesus, Peter 


cried and said, “Lard, not my feet only, 
but my hands and my head.” Peter 
was slow to understand spiritual les- 
sons, and patiently Jesus had to make 
it clear to Peter, as to a little child, 
the meaning of the humility that He 
was giving to them. 

The example He was leaving for His 
own to imitate was the service of 
love performed in humility. He would 
have His followers also willing to serve 
their brethren and to have fellowship 
with them in Christ. If Jesus could 
kneel and wash the feet of others in 
lowly service, then why should you 
and I be too proud to do the same? 

Pride hinders spiritual growth and 
deprives one of his testimony. You 
and I can never give true witness for 
the Lord Jesus unless we put away our 
ee: and put on the garment of 

umility. True humility comes from 
the heart. The truly humble do not 
force themselves to do humble service. 
They are yielded to the Holy Spirit 
who is within them, and their out- 
ward humility comes from within. 

Some day the reward will come to 
the humble servant. It may not be 
that it will come in an expected way, 
but it will surely come, for hath God 
not said, “By humility and the power 
of the Lord are riches, and honour, 
and life’?
